THE GREEN DRAGON. "' 


\ MOCK PARLIAMENT THAT MEETS 


IN FLEET STREET, LONDON. 


A Temple of Discussion Where All Kinds 


of Men Meet as Equals, Have a Sociable 
Time and Carefully Debate All the Im- 
portant Questions of the Da;. 
A walk of two minutes down Fleet 


street brings us to a tall new freestone 
building labeled on the lamp "The Green 
Dragon," and wearing the appearance of 
a public house and tavern, which, it is. 
Across the window Is inscribed in per- 
manent letters: "The Temple Discussion 
Forum. Established 1667." And un- 
derneath is posted up every morning a 
paper announcing the subject of the 
evening's debate, and inviting strangers 
to enter and engage in the discussion. 
This is the oldest, by more than a cen- 
tury, of the existing discussion forums, 
and until recently was the most crowded 
and most interesting of them alL 


A FASCINATING OLD BOOM. 


My knowledge of the place, even from 


tradition, does not go beyond the period 
when Mr. "Ross, the-veteran chairman, 
guided its councils. "Old Ross," as he 
was affectionately called by his disciples, 
was a remarkable man in many ways. 
Not only was he an admirable speaker, 
but, as chairman, he possessed great tact, 
discernment and coolness, which were 
sometimes put to tho severest tests, as I 
shall presently show. Ho was a man of 
profound and varied knowledge, one of 
tho best Greek scholars in the kingdom, 
a strong and giaceful writer, and a con- 
tributor to several of the leading periodi- 
cals of London, including, I think, Tho 
Times. With all these qualities he pos- 
sessed another that eminently fitted him 
for his post; he know how to combine 
the easy going ways of the bohemian 
with the refinement of a gentleman, to 
be genial and responsive yet dignified 
and firm, to tho most motley assembly, 
it seems to ine, thfit was over gathered 
together in one room. 


It was quite by accident that I discov- 


ered the place one evening many years 
ago, when 1 dodged into an open door- 
way to escape a sudden shower. Down 
a long passage was a leather padded 
door with an oval glass window in it 
marked "Discussion Forum." I shall 
never forget my surprise and delight 
when I found myself within, seated upon 
a bench of adamantine hardness and 
looked about oa the quaint old room 
It was long and narrow and low between 
decks like the cabin of a ship, and also 
like a ship, it had forms, or settees, along 
each wall behind a row of mahogany 
tables, and above, near the ceihng, was 
a row of square poit holes for windows 


Two centuries of soot and tobacco 


smoke had dyed the floor, the walls and 
ceiling, the wooden bottomed chairs and 
forms, to nearly the same color as the 
rude old fireplace. At the top of the 
room, on a great mahogany and horse- 
hair throne, sat the charman, Old Ross, 
In his long gray beard like the figure of 
Father Time, but with a glass of steam- 
ing toddy before him instead of the tra- 
ditional hour glass, and a very large pipe 
between his teeth 
On the wall above 


Old Ross hung a quaint old mirror, 
flanked by a fine portrait of George 
Washington on one side and on the 
other by an elderly gentleman in the 
costume of 1830 and wearing various 
jeweled orders and decorations The 
further decorations of the wall were 
limited to fiarned placards with various 
tempting inscriptions. 


Here alo and stout were served in 


huge pewter tankards, spirits in glasses, 
hot water in antique metal pots with 
hds, replenished now and then from a 
steaming kettle on the hob. These deli- 
cacies were distributed by two perspir- 
ing waiters in draggled evening dress, 
who flew about balancing trays of 
glasses and pewters in a wonderful 
manner, and mumbling in undertones to 
their customers. 


But if the room was fascinating, what 


shall I say of the people who sat smok- 
ing at a score of tables, waiting for the 
debate to begin? It was a company that 
would have delighted Hogarth and 
thrown Lavater into a frenzy. Such 
variety of heads, of physiognomy and 
make up, such strongly marked charac- 
ter and clear cut individuality and won- 
derful clothes, one might go far to see. 
Here a swell from Mayfair cheek by jowl 
with a bargeman from the docks, a col- 
ored student from the Temple, a prosper- 
ous merchant; opposite, a Strand shop- 
keeper, a printer, a journalist, a lawyer, 
in a row. 


The same diversity extended all round 


the room, and there seemed to be no two 
men alike. As at the Cogers', there were 
always many elderly men who looked 
as if they had passed their whole lives 
here, and much of the speaking was by 
them. Old Ross used generally to make 
the opening speech himself at 9:30, and 
by 10 o'clock there was hardly a vacant 
seat in the room. Later than 10 one 
could not expect more than standing 
room, and I hare known many to stand 
contentedly for half the evening listen- 
ing to the stirring speeches made by these 
veteran statesmen when it happened t? 
be a "field night," for the debates were 
often brilliant in those days and would 
have done honor to the house of com- 
mons at its best. 


After the coup d'etat of 1851 and the 


sudden leap of Prince Louis Napoleon 
into the throne of France, the occupant 
of the famous horse hair throne in Fleet 
street called upon his tittle parliament to 
consider what should be the attitude of 
England toward the new emperor. Their 
deliberations, which lasted for several 
evenings, and were conducted with a 
good deal of acrimony, came somehow 
to the ears of the emperor, and he con* 
sidered the matter sufficiently important 
to be referred to in a diplomatic commu- 
nication to the British government The 
joy of the "house" when this news be- 
came known may be imagined. It was 
a pioud day for Old Ross and his follow 
ers, who never tired of alluding to it in 
their speeches in after years, and the 
tradition of it will be handed down as 
long as there is a Green Dragon.—John 
Ullte in HarpM** llagtzLn* 


Bow a Baby Open* Itt Mental Bye*. 
In the last volume of the "Educational 


Series" on "The Development of the In- 
tellect" Mr. H. W. Brown has presented 
a conspectus of the observations of Pro- 
fessor Preyer on the mind of the child, 
which shows chronologically the gradual 
development of the senses, intellect and 
will of the growing child, and presents 
in a condensed form the result of a great 
number of careful observations. It is 
recorded that sensibility to light, touch,, 
temperature, smell and taste are present 
on the first day of infant life. Hearing, 
therefore, is the only special sense which 
is not active at this tune. The child 
hears by the third or fourth day. Taste 
and smell are senses at first most active, 
but they are not differentiated. ''General 
organic sensations of well being or dis- 
comfort are felt from the first, but pain 
and pleasure, as mental states, are not 
noted till at or near the second month. 


The first sign of speech in the shape of 


utterance of consonant sounds is heard 
in the latter part of the second month, 
these consonants being generally "m," 
"r," "B>" or "t." All the movements of 
the eyes become co-ordinate by the 
fourth month, and by this time the child 
begins to have the "feeling of self," that 
is, he looks at his own hands and looks 
at himself in the mirror. The study of 
the child's mind during the first year 
shows conclusively that ideas develop 
and reasoning processes occur beforo 
there is any knowledge of words or lan- 
guage; though it may be assumed that 
the child thinks in symbols, visual or 
auditory, which are clumsy equivalents 
for words. By the end of the year the 
child begins to express itself by sounds; 
that is, speech begins. The development 
of this speech capacity is, according to 
Preyer, in accordance with the develop- 
ment of the intellectual powers. By the 
end of the second yeas the child's power 
of speech is practically acquired, 


The Flat: That Tripped Up Bootl>> 


A handsome mahogany case, contain- 


ing a silk flag with gold bullion fringe, 
occupies nearly all the available space 
of the wall in the southern part of the 
room of Capt. Cobaugh at the treasury 
department. Every visitor to the depart- 
ment is shown the flag and attention is 
generally invited to a tear in one of its 
strips. The flag formerly belonged to 
the Treasury, guards, a volunteer organ- 
ization formed during the war for emer- 
gencies that might anse at the capital of 
the nation. After the fall of Richmond, 
and the night that President Lincoln 
went to Ford's theatre, the flsg, which 
was then attached to a stout rosewood 
flagstaff, was borrowed by John T. Ford 
for decorative uses about the box occu- 
pied by the president. When the assassin 
fired the shot whose echo was heard 
throughout the civilized world he leaped 
from the box, and in doing so caught the 
rowel of his spur in the silken folds of 
the starry banner piotruding from the 
president's box. That slip probably cost 
Booth his life, for the flag tripped him 
and caused the broken leg which imped- 
ed him in his efforts to escape and ren- 
dered him an easy victim for Sergt. 
Boston Cor bolt's rifle balL Subsequently 
the flag was returned to the treasury de- 
partment, and during the few days that 
President Johnson had his office in the 
department the flag was in a corner of 
the apartment. 
It was removed, how- 


ever, by Capt. Cobaugh to its present 
resting place, and the staff was made 
into three canes and presented to officials 
of the treasury department.—Washing- 
ton Letter in Philadelphia News.

probable combinations in the Electoral 
College in 1892. which shows that the Be- 
publicens will have a quite decided ad- 
vantage. 
Assuming that there will not be 


a new-apportionment in the meantime .the 
Electoral College in 1892 will number 414, 
ana 208 will be necessary for an election. 
The Post regards as doubtful States Cab- 
forma. Connecticut, Indiana, Montana, 
New York, Bhode Island and West Vir- 
rinia, with a total of 78 electoral votes. 
Allowing ten votes from the new States as 
.nre for the Bepnblicans this result is 
reached: Surely BepuWiean votes, 180; 
.nrely Democratic votes, 156: doubtful, 78. 
This would leave the Bepnblicans but 28 
votes to obtain from among the doubtful 
States In order to be succeosfnl, while the 
Democrats would need 62 to win. 


Thus the Bepublicans could lose all tbe

received from Honolulu to-day that the Ha- 
waiian Cabinet statement, ia answer to a 
committee representing tbe public meeting 
of Hawaiian citizens concerning the rela- 
tions between the Kingdom and the United 
States Cabinet, states that the Hawaiian 
Minister at Washington has been induced 
to ascertain whether the Government of 
the United States is willing to entertain 
propositions looking to an extension of 
treaty relations between tbe two countries. 
The Cabinet states that among the objects 
which it is desired to secure are the follow- 
ing: Ti» provide for tbe entry into either 
of thetjwo countries without payment of 
duty of'all products of the other except 
opium, spirituous liquors and all articles 
prohibited by law in either country. Also 
a guarantee by the United States Govern- 
ment of the perfect independence and auto- 
nomy of the Hawaiian Government. 


Tbe Cabinet further states: "To enable 


the United States Government to do 
this without danger of 
complication 


with other powers, we do agree not to ne- 
gotiate treaties with other nations without 
the knowledge of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 


Honolulu papers state that on Oct. 9th 


the cases of James Kanhave, Jack Kanmoo 
and others, charged with conspiracy, riot- 
ing and other offenses connected with the 
late insurrection, were called in the Su- 
preme Court and eevaral of the prisoners 
pleaded guilty. 
At the trial of Albert 


Loomens, one of the conspirators, Bobt. 
Boyd, who playad a prominent part in the 
revolts, testified that a secret society had 
been formed with Wiloox as President, 
and Loomens as Vies President, to over- 
throw tbe Ministry and to restore to King 
Kslakma and, the natiws the rights of 
which it was alleged they had been de- 
prived. If tbe revolt was sncceaatef Wil- 
son was to appoint himself Dictator, eject 
the Mmist eis and proclaim u>attial law.
